New Fire Station 
To Be Erected In 
Atherton Soon 


Final plans for an Atherton fire 
station to be erectel on Almendral 
avenue between Austin avenue and 
El Camino Real have been present- 
ed to the board of commissioners of 
the Menlo Park Fire District and 
have been approved. 

Arrangements have been made 
for the purchase of a station site 
fronting 75 feet on Almendral 
avenue and the contract for the 
deal will be let soon. The site lies 
within the narrow boundaries of the 
Atherton district zoned for busi- 
mess purposes. 

It is planned to erect a building 
of modern design which will con- 
form in appearance with a block 
of business structures which may 
be build at a future date. 

The contracting firm of Weeden 
Brothers of Menlo Park has sub- 
mitted a price for the station 
based on the final draft of plans 
and it is understood that no public 
bids are to be invited, since the fire 
district is organized under a state 
act which permits it to proceed with 
out necessity of calling for bids. 

Two stations are already includ- 
ed within the Menlo Park fire dis- 
trict, the central firehouse located 
on Merrill avenue in this city and 
the Ravenswood station on Man- 
hattan avenue between the Bay- 
shore highway and Donohoe avenue. 

This will add greatly to the ef- 
ficiency of the department by giving 
quicker access to this district. The 
Menlo Park fire department has al- 
ready establish an evniable record 
for efficiency and promptness sec- 
ond to none in this, or any other, 
state. The district covers some 27 
square miles, and the new station 
in Atherton will be a valuable as-

CHICAGO.—A milestone in the 
history of American agriculture will 
be observed this year with the one 
hundred and tenth anniversary of 
the founding of the fruit and vege- 
table auction marketing system in 
the United States which today pro- 
vides a $150.000,000 cash outlet for 
products from hundreds cf thou- 
sands of orchards, groves and 
farms, according to a bulletin is- 
sued here by the American Fruit 
and Produce Auction Association. 

‘Musty historical records reveal 
that the auction method of selling 
fruit and produce was undertaken 
in New York City as early as 1827,” 
says the bulletin. ‘‘One of the ear- 
liest auction selling catalogs used 
in the Boston market in 1842 is pre- 
served to this day. On it were 
listed shipments of imported fruits 
offered for sale to jobbers, dealers 
and retailers.
